Spring offerings were in great de- j 
mand this morning at market with j 
the choice products vanishing be­ 
fore the first wave or Buyers. 
Thir­ 
ty 
stands were 
occupied at

Farm ers’ market house. 
Cut flowers and rhubarb were to 
be had by only Hie early buyers 
while supplies of tire more staple 
products held throughout the ses­ 
sion. 
Cut tulips 
brought GO 
cents a 
dozen; narcissus blooms, 30 cents a 
dozen and sprays of flowering plum 
and thunberg spirea went quickly at 
25 cents a spray. 
Cut hyacinths 
too, survived the demand for only 
the opening hours. 
As has been Hie case for the last 
two 
weeks, 
spring 
flowers 
and 
plants occupied a prominent place 
in the market offerings. 
Gladioli 
bulbs continued at from 25 cents to 
$1 OO per dozen. Potted vines, ferns. 
lilies of the valley and larkspur were 
to be had at IO cents each, udule 
various forms of cactus plants sold 
readily, most of them for 25 cents 
each. 
Variety of Blooming: Plant* 
Parsley was offered at five cents 
a bunch and spring onions at five 
cents a bunch 
Several bushels of 
rhubarb disappeared early in the 
session at the rate of five and IO 
cents a bunch. 
In one com er of the market house 
bluebells, dogtooth violets and col­ 
umbine brightened the building and 
were 
being sold at 
five cents 
a 
bunch. 
At another stall quantities 
of blooming potted p a n s ie s were of- 
'"‘ed and a wide variety of bloom­ 
ing plants. 
Dandelion was to be had at IO 
cents a quarter peck or five and IO 
cents a bunch.

would take complete 
charge

control of the practice of the law 
in this state.”

Berlin, May I (AP).

from any one who tried to “disturb 
our community spirit.”

Catholic or otherw ise- in a spt'ech 
at the Lustgarten, often the scene 
of wildly cheering Nazi gatherings.
